and retailers, check their records, 
etc., in an effort to enforce this 
law."I voted against the bill because 
it seems to go to the very basis \o£ 
destroying our form of government 
and is a trend toward more and 
more regulations by centrally locat- 
ed 'snoopers.' 


"I am certainly willing to listen 
' lo Ihc people who elecled me lo rep- 


resent them, but more and more 
we are finding that we must say 
'No' lo many of Ihcsc ctemands 
lhal have Ihe Irend lo over-regulate 
our people. One great man has said 
thai Ihe least-governed is the best- 
governed. 


"If 1 am wrong, I am willing to 


change because I am the only vo'ice 
our people have in Ihe Arkansas 
Senate, but somehow I can't keep 


»> from thinking lhal if Ihc people 


who arc asking me lo vole Tor Ihis 
bill could read some of Ihe under- 
scored sections, they would literally 
rebel against it.

Big Question About European 
Nations Is How Far They 
Will Go to Defend Themselves

The conslant pressure from Eu- 


rope for American aid, especially 
for military defense, naturally gives 
rise to the query of just how much 
these anxious nations arc prepared 
to do for themselves in self-defense. 


Constantly I run into 
doubters 


who feel that our Uncle Sam 
is 


being taken for a ride. They raise 
the not too complimentary inquiry 
of whether the suppliants 
as 
a 


whole will fight for themselves on 
a showdown. 


General Dwight D. Eisenhower, 


just back home from a tour of Eu- 
rope to study the military situation, 
gave a categorical answer to this 
question in his speech to members 
of congress Thursday. He declared 
there is no Question of western Eu- 
rope's desire to resist aggression, 
and added: 


"There is a spirit to resist. There 


is a determination to do their part 
—to take the risk." 
That's testimony from high au- 


thority, but we really shouldn't 
have to call on General Ike to an- 
swer this- important query. We 
shpuld be able to answer it our- 
selves, with a little thought Per- 
sonally, having spent nearly a score 
of years in Europe, and having had 
a close-up view of the two world 
wars. I feel confident Western Eu- 
rope again will give a good account
